DETAILED ACTION 

The period of suspension has ended. The publication of US Patent 6,559,160 Bl to 
Schall et. al. has prompted the following new ground of rejection. 

Claims 31, 53-56, 60, and 64-66 are pending. Claims 61-63 remain withdrawn from 
consideration as being drawn to non-elected subject matter. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 31, 53, 56, 60, and 64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Schall et. al. (US 6,559,160 Bl). On column 24, Schall et. al. disclose compound 2.3 

which reads on the instant quinazolinone formula with the following substituents:

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Although the actual species is not disclosed in the Provisional Application 60/151,212 
which the reference claims the benefit, the disclosed genus of formula I has support in said 
provisional application (see page 21, Scheme 1, formula vii; and page 32, claim 1). Since the 
preparation of compound 2.3 had been suggested in Scheme 1 of the provisional application, it 
would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art to make such a compound.

2. Claims 54, and 65 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 



3. Claims 55 and 66 are allowed because the teaching of Schall et. al. does not disclose or 
suggest a quinazolinone compounds having substituents as cited in those claims.
